Why Roosevelt and Not 
La Follett 
~ 


Leading California Progressive Answers an Oft-Pro- 
_________________pounded Question 


The Importance of having only one 
Progressive candidate 
was 
realized, 
md by the common consent not of the 
>eople, but of the national leaders, 
.a Follette had become that cand!- 
late. 
And be that fact recorded to 
he eternal credit, not of those lead- 
irs, but of La Follette. 
At a time 
vhen the Progressive movement for 
bis year was regarded as a forlorn 
lope, to which some one raus^ be sac 
ificed, there was a nearly unanimous 
.cramble, among the presidential pos­ 
sibilities, each to get the other to do 
he sacrificing. This year was to he a 
econnoisance In force, preparatory to 
he victory of 1010. 
La Follette was 
he one man who had the courage 
md the unselfishness to make 
the 
ight, win or lose, with the recognized 
irobahility that he would thereby per 
nanently. preclude himself from ever 
lelng president, one to prepare the 
vay for some of those 
who 
were 
‘passing the buck” to him then. Col- 
>nel Roosevelt is of course, not to be 
ncluded among the 
“buck-passers, 
<lnce he alone among Americans had 
he right to regard himself as exempt 
’rom running, unless under compel! 
ng necessity or an imperative public 
lemand. 
He did not desire to run, 
lor see any necessity for doing so, 
md would not permit his friends to 
me his name. 
This, then was the national situa- 
ion which confronted California 
in 
december. 
Roosevelt was the first 
lersonal choice, of most of the Call 
ornia Progressives and the 
second 
choice of nearly all the rest. 
Many 
rf them refused to sign La Follette 
lards, on the ground that they 
still 
loped that circumstances would force 
toosevelt into tho race, and 
many 
ithers, in signing, stated orally or in 
vriting that Roosevelt was their first 
ihoice if available. Roosevelt was the 
candidate the California Progressives 
canted, but La Follette was the only 
m e the Eastern situation had 
left 
available. 
So the campaign started, 
primarily a 
Progressive 
movement, 
md secondarily and incidentally sup- 
lorting La Follette as the only Pro­ 
gressive candidate. 
Then came the events which chang­ 
ed the Eastern situation. Senator La 
Follette and his candidacy collapsed 
md Theodore Roosevelt was forced 
jy a new and compelling necessity 
md by a universal and 
irresistible 
popular demand to become a recep­ 
tive candidate. 
The same conditions 
vhich had made it imperative to cen­ 
ter on a single candidate still existed, 
'md it became evident that Roosevelt 
would be that candidate nearly every­ 
where else. 
No obstinacy of leader­ 
ship could have prevented him from 
becoming at least one of two candi­ 
dates for whom 
Progressive

rfrould be cast in California, and it was 
certain that he would be the stronger 
of those two.

others. 
The leaders h ad ' picked La 
I Follette, but the 
people 
compelled 
'Roosevelt. Finally, on February 2, at 
a dinner in Philadelphia, of the Per­ 
iodical Publishers’ Association, Sena­ 
tor La 1 Follette collapsed, physically 
and nervously. 
Senator La Follette 
himself, characteristically, refuses to 
recognize the seriousness pf that col­ 
lapse, and vehemently proclaims that, 
with a little rest, he will be as well as 
ever, but this diagnosis of his condi­ 
tion differs from that of every other 
person close to him, including his phy­ 
sician. 
In such cases of nervous ex­ 
haustion there is no one Whose opin­ 
ion of the seriousness of the .condition 
is worth so little as that of the patient 
himself. 
Tho opinion of every other 
person present at that dinner was that 
it would be a physical impossibility, 
without suicide, for Senator La Fol­ 
lette to continue the campaign in the 
only way In which he knows how to 
conduct it, and that is still the opin­ 
ion of every person conversant with 
the facts except Senator La Follette 
himself. 
W ith the recognized impossibility of 
further effective candidacy by Sena­ 
tor La Follette, and pie previously ac­ 
complished elimination of all th e oth­ 
er candidates of the La Follette group, 
the stampede to Roosevelt burst all 
bounds. 
Neither he nor any one else 
could have stood longer against' It. 
The once forlorn hope became a flood 
tide of victory. 
No power on earth 
could have kept th ft tide out of Cali­ 
fornia, nor have directed It elsewhere 
than to Roosevelt, -Nor is there any 
reason why it should have been de­ 
sired to do so.
